sive cou nty income tax to fi­

In its place they su bstitu ted 
higher state cigarette, corpor­ 
ate franchise and pu blic u tility 
taxes. 
Hou se 
Speaker Charles F. 
Ku rfess, R - 4 Bowling Green, 
said he was u nable to find 
enou gh Repu blicans to su pport 
the income tax. Bu t he said the 
Senate cou ld tack on the meas­ 
u re when it acted on the Hou se’s 
ver.sion of the financial bill 
The income tax, which was 
before the Hou se Ways and 
Means Committee, apparently 
will die from inaction and not 
a committee vote. 


Under the new financial pro­ 
posal the cigarette prices will 
go u p two cents a pack and will 
bring in abou t $26 million a 
year. 
Ku rfess said the corporation 
finance tax wou ld increase from 
fou r to five mills and add abou t 
$20 million yearly. And the u til­ 
ity excise lax wou ld be in­ 
creased 1 per cent and wou ld 
add $20 million each year. 
Ku rfess said the Hou se-wou ld 
vote on the new tax bill in abou t 
two weeks. 
The increased 
taxes wou ld 
fu rnish abou t $132 million over 
two years. It wou ld be added to 
the $110 million from higher 
liqu or taxes and other monies 
from the general appropriations 


bill to pay an estimated $240 
million in the state’s share of 
edu cation costs in the next two 
years. 
Ju st before Ku rfess annou nced 
that the Repu blicans were drop­ 
ping the controversial income 
tax,

John McDonald, D-19 Newark, 
told a news conference that 
Democrats wou ld not su pport 
the permissive income tax. 


McDonald said each new Re­ 
pu blican tax scheme is “ a little 
worse than the one before.”

“regardless of per.sonalities.” 
Asked if he thou ght Arm­ 
strong pu lled rank to become 
the first on the moon, Haney 
said: 
“It shou ldn’t be that he pu lled 
rank, bu t I think he was not u n­ 
aware of the impwtance of the 
first man who stepped onto the 
moon and looked at it very care­ 
fu lly and decided that perhaps it 
shou ld be the commander’s pre­ 
rogative.”

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Designed To Simplify Bookkeeping

Armstrong Slated As Firs! 
Man To Set Foot Oil Moon

(AP) — Neil A. Armstrong used 
his “commander’s prerogative” 
to become the first man on the 
moon, a former space agency 
official says. But other officials 
say no firm plan ever was made 
to have anyone else make the 
first footprints on the moon. 
Paul Haney, former public af­ 
fairs officer at the Manned 
Spacecraft Center, said Thurs­ 
day that for almost three years 
the* lunar module pilot, not the 
commander, had been sched­ 
uled to be first on the moon, 
“regardless of personalities.” 
Asked if he thought Arm­ 
strong pulled rank to become 
the first on the moon, Haney 
said: 
“It shouldn’t be that he pulled 
rank, but I think he was not un­ 
aware of the importance of the 
first man who stepped onto the 
moon and looked at it very care­ 
fully and decided that perhaps it 
should be the commander’s pre­ 
rogative.” 
George M. Low, Apollo pro­ 
gram manager, said that the se­ 
lection of Armstrong as the first 
man represents no change, al­ 
though preliminary studies had 


been made with the lunar mod­ 
ule pilot as the first man on the 
rn (Kin. 
“The only firm plan ever 
made was the one we’re going 
to go with.” said Low. He said it 
is based on rehearsals of the 
moon surface activities and on 
the recommendation of flight 
crew training officials. 
Present plans call for Arm­ 
strong and Eduard E. Aldrin Jr. 
to land the Apollo ll lunar mod­ 
ule on the moon July 20. In the

NEW YORK (AP) - In death 
as im life, tile magnetism of 
Judy Garland continued undi­ 
minished today, drawing thou­ 
sands of admirers through the 
night and into the morning to 
file past her casket and bid 
goodby. 
“She’s found that 
rainbow 
now,” Mary Roberts, a 20-year- 
old typist said quietly after gaz­ 
ing on the coffin lined with pale 
blue velvet. “I hope she’s finally 
got some peace.” 
They queued up for as long as 
two hours sn the gray, hiunid 
afternoon Thursday before en­ 
tering the chapel for a last brief 
glimpse of the 47-year-old ac­ 
tress who died Sunday in Lon­ 
don of an accidental overdose of 
sleeping palls. 
“People identified wit h that 
woman,” said Marilyn Ford, 23, 
a Queens housewife. “Every­ 
one’s got sadness and problems, 
everyone gets lonely. Judy Gar­ 
land made all of us feel some­ 
thing tied her and us together.” 
At the scheduled midnight 
closing there were 3,000 persons 
waiting outside the Frank E. 
Campbell 
funeral 
parlor 
on 
Madison Avenue at Eas 31st 
Street, and Judy’s husband, 
Mickey Deans, asked that (hr 
doors be kept open. 
Deans, who found Judy dead 
in the bathroom of their Chelsea 
cottage, also asked that mour­ 
ners be allowed into the chapel 
until an hour and a half before 
the private funeral service af \ 
p.m. 
Inside the fragrance of flow­ 
ers filled the air. In addition to 


a mass of formal floral tributes 
many mourners brought their 
own bouquets and placed them 
on the pews. Many men carried 
single roses. 
She first sang “Over the Rain­ 
bow” at the age of 17 in the 
movie “Wizard of Oz.” She 
played the role of a waif, Doro­ 
thy, convinced that happiness 
lay just over the rainbow. 
In life, through her five mar­ 
riages and a career that soared 
to great heights as well as skirt­ 
ed the edge of show business ob­ 
livion, the rainbow’s end always 
seemed to elude her.

Mr, White, who successfully handled Students 
for a Democratic Society (SDS) disorders on 
the KSU campus k i recent months, speak s with 
iuthority derived from experience. 
He didn’t pull any punches about the SDS 
movement and labeled it “an enemy of demo- 
crafcic procedures and academic freedoms ’’ 
His personal views on the nature of SD.‘!5 
mak e his position against enactment of federal 
legislation to contain campus disorders even 
more noteworthy . 
Mr. White’s testimony drew the conclusion 
that campus disniptions can best be controlled 
by cooperative effort between urnver.sity offi­ 
cials and local law enforcement agencies. 
The KSU outbreak stands as an example of 
what Mr. White was talk ing about. 
More than 50 arrests were made without ma­ 
jor deatnicHon to campus buildings w injury to 
partici|>aint.s 
Mr. White's appraisal of the .situation struck 
a responsive chord with Rep. 
Richard H 
Ichord, D-Mo., chairman of the House Internal 
Security Committee, who agreed that preserva­ 
tion of campus peace is “ba.sically a local re- 
sponsrtMWv.’’ 


The chairman added: “There may come a 
time when the federal govejmment has no tlter- 
native but to move into the fHcture.” 
Mr. White was say ing that time is not y et at 
hand and that quick and cooperative local oc- 
tion can be effective in squelching the SDS.

The note of caution sounded by Robert I. 
White, Kent State University (KSU) president, 
on proposed federal legislation to deal with 
*ampus disorders is well taken. 
Mr. White, who successfully handled Students 
for a Democratic Society (SDS) disorders on 
the KSU campus in recent months, speaks with 
authority derived from experience. 
He didn’t pull any punches about the SDS 
movement and labeled it “an enemy of demo­ 
cratic procedures and academic freedoms ” 
His persona] views on the nature of SDS 
make his position against enactment of federal 
legislation to contain campus disorders even 
more noteworthy. 
Mr. White’s testimony drew the conclusion 
that campus disruptions can best be controlled 
by cooperative effort between university offi­ 
cials and local law enforcement agencies. 
The KSU outbreak stands as an example of 
what Mr. White was talking about. 
More than 50 arrests were made without ma­ 
jor destruction to campus buildings or injury to 
participants. 
Mr. White's appraisal of the situation struck 
a responsive chord with Rep.

THERE WAS, FOR INSTANCE, a case decid­ 
ed in a U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals tfri* very 
week which ordered the Federal Comunica- 
tkms Commission to hold a new hearing on the 
licensing of a television station in Mississippi, 
whose present operators have been accused of 
Unfairness In connection with the presentation 
of racial questions. 
If a radio or TV station can be commanded to 
present in its programs opinions which the gov­ 
ernment may order it to include, the same 
thing can be made to apply someday to the 
printed publications in America, too. 
Justice Oliver Wendell Holmes once said in a 
dissenting opinion of the Supreme Court: 
“ If there is any principle of the Constitution 
that more imperatively calls for attachment 
than any other, it is the principle of free 
thought — not free thought for those who agree 
with us, but freedom for the thought we bate.” 
The issue involved in the Mississippi case, 
which started in 1962, is still unresolved. The 
television station lias had its license withdrawn 
by this week's decision but is given the right to 
apply for a new license. The Federal Communi­ 
cations Commission has been ordered to hold 
hearings so that all sides may be presented and 
other applicants be given consideration 
Licenses are issued to radio or television sta­ 
tions by the Federal Communication* Commis­ 
sion under a law which says they shall be 
granted in accordance with “public interest, 
convenience and necessity.” 


THIS PHRASE WAS INTENDED originally to 
enable the FCC to decide between applicants 
solely on the basis of their capability to build 
an effective broadcasting system and serve a 
community over a wave length allocated to the 
station. Nowhere did Congress say that the FCC 
bas the right to tell a station what to broadcast 
or what to omit. 
In recent years Congress has enacted legisla­ 
tion ordering that “equal time” list be given 
on radio and television to all candidates for a 
political office. And the Supreme Court on June 
9 ruled that an opportunity must be provided 
also to answer personal attacks. 
Rut if a government agency like the FOC now 
can tell a radio or television station what It 
shall broadcast, the Post Ofice Department 
can deny the use of second-class mails to any 
publication which does not print what the feder­ 
al government thinks it should. 
There Is as yet no law requiring newspapers 
to give “equal space” to contending candidate* 
and one reason is that the court decisions of the 
past have denied authority of this kind to the 
government. 
But. it will be asked, what is the remedy for 
a situation in which there is obvious unfair­ 
ness7 The people can decline to patronize am 
medium of communication

come to the point where they will on their own 
initiative, always present the other side of con­ 
troversial questions, just as newspapers do 
when they publish letters to the editor. 
If the Supreme Court, however, insists that 
the government must regulate the methods of 
presenting news, either over radio or television 
or by the printed word, the first amendment to 
the (^institution—which says Congree 
shall 
make no law abridging the freedom of the 
press -will havp fallen bv the wayside. 
A government-controlled press and radio I* 
not desired by Hie American people. But to as­ 
sure themselves against such a F’ascist or Com 
munist tendency, a new amendment to the Con 
stitution will have to be adopted restricting the 
right of Hie federal agencies to interfere with 
the presentation of news on controversial ques­ 
tions

QUESTION: Why did those huge reptiles, the dinosaurs, 
die out? 
* 
♦ 
ANSWER: 
Many wonderfully preserved bones and 
skeletons, appearing in layers of rock of which we know 
the age, tell the story of the dinosaurs. But after the end of 
the Cretaceous period, about .63 million years ago, no 
more dinosaur bones are to be found. It is obvious the 
dinosaurs became extinct. Scientists do nobknow exactly 
why, but many theories have been suggested, such as the 
ones we illustrate. According to these ideas, much of the 
earth’s land was once warm and swampy (I) with rich 
vegetation on which the plant-eating dinosaurs lived, with 
the flesh-eaters preying on the plant-eaters. Then, moun­ 
tain ranges lifted up (2), changing the climate and 
draining the swamps. Different plants appeared, of a kind 
the dinosaurs could not live on — so the plant-eaters died 
out (main picture, left). With nothing to eat, the flesh- 
eaters 
died, too (main picture, right). Small active 
mammals were also appearing. They may have eaten 
many of the dinosaurs’ eggs (3), ending the reign of 
animals once the rulers of the earth.
